DIES SUDDENLY AFTER 


EXCEPTIONAL CAREER 


Which Is the Best High School Foot- 
ball Team in Southern California? 


Covina Knights Templar and mem- 


bers of the Masonic lodge in city and 
valley gathered Monday in Forest 
Lawn cemetery in Glendale to give 
last honors to Guy Adams, promi- 
nent railroad man and rancher, 
whose death occurred last Friday as 
the result of a heart attack. 


Mr. Adams was within five days 


of being sixty years old. He had 
had an eventful career in railroad- 
ing, and at the time of his death 
was general baggage agent for the 
Union Pacific system. He was for 
years at the head of the railway 
mail department of this system, and 
during the.war he was appointed to 
take full charge of all mail consign- 
ed to the A. E. F. His appointment 
came in the fall of 1918, -with the 
government believing that the war 
was to carry over for at least another 
year. Adams was to have made a 
complete survey of the American 
war mail system in Europe, and had 
been given authority to thoroly re- 
organize- the system. The Armistice 
came and made his work unneces- 
sary. 


Mr. Adams came to Covina about 


twelve years ago, and purchased 
ranch property, improving it with a 
fine residence. He took great pleas- 
ure -in his home, and entered into 
the. spirit of farming and orchard 
work with such a genuine spirit that 
he made many friends here. Much of 
his time was spent away at his tasks, 


he was a familiar figure at stat- 


_in the city and valley. He 
if&st'O* friends hero. He -was 


born in December 5, .1868; and died 
November 30, 1928. 


Besides his widow, Ida Louise 


Adams, h-s leaves a daughter, Mrs. 


Toland. Mr. Adams had 


made the trip to and from Los An- 
geles many times on the Pacific Elec- 
tric line, and was a familiar figure, 
known to' the regular patrons and to 
the railroad men. He was returning 
Friday night on one of these cars 
when the attack came upon him. Be- 
fore friends could aid him he had 
passed-away. 


Among the last things that Mr. 


Adams had considered, as shown by 
his desk was- that of the philosophy 
of a man whose life had been a busy 
one, but which had acquired a wis- 
dom perhaps beyond that of the 
average man. He had typed in his 
own hand a short article as follows: 


Teach me that sixty minutes make 


an hour, sixteen ounces one pound 
nnd one hundred cents one dollar. 
Help me so to live that I can lie 
down at night with a clear con- 
science, without a gun under my pil- 
low and undaunted by the'faces of 


- those whom I have brought pain. 


Grant that I may earn my meal 


ticket on the square, and that in 
earning it I may do unto others as 
I would have them do unto me. 


•-f Deaf en-.me to the jingle of tainted 


money. Blind me to the faults of 
the other fellow, but reveal to me 
my own. 
Guide me so that each 


night when I look across the dinner 
table at my wife who has been a 
blessing to me, I will have nothing 
to conceal. 


Keep me young enough to laugh 


with the children and sympathetic 
enough to be considerate of ago. 
And when comes the day of darkened 
shades and the smell of flowers, the 
treatl of soft footsteps and 
the 


crunching of wheels in the yard, 
make the ceremony short and' the 
epitaph simple,—'' Here lies a Man.'' 


As it looks as tho it will be a 


verbal battle as to which southern 
California high school has the best 
football team, it may not be amiss 
for Covina to put in her 'claim at this 
time.

CHANGES REVEALED IN TREND 


OF CITRUS ORCHARD CULTURE 


Ernest Braunton, well known for 


his analytical studies of the citrus 
industry and of floriculture, has been 
visiting several Covina growers in 
the past few weeks. His talks with 
them reveal some new trends in the 
business of caring for citrus groves, 
as appearing in the California Cul- 
tivator. He says: 


MONTGOMERY GROVE 


A .typical "progtaiii" of- soil stirring 


in general practice is that outlined 
to me by A. E. Montgomery, living 
near San Dimas. He turns his soil 
in the spring when he applies fertili- 
zer and then again in Juno, after 
which no more is done until fall, 
which, Mr. Montgomery thinks, is 
the season for all important soil 
stirring. Fof many years his orch- 
ards were fed complete commercial 
fertilizer manufactured by the Brad- 
ley 'company, with very satisfactory 
results. Since its manufacture has 
stopped Mr. Montgomery has used 
many materials. 


USE OF BEAN STRAW 


It is not so much what is used that 


counts as how much. The ensuing 
crop, and crops, is largely controlled 
in quantity and quality by the total! 
amount of fertilizer material used 
thruout the year.' Just now, in this 
merry month of November, 
bean 


straw will be applied, a bale to two 
trees, there being about 150 or more 
pounds to a bale. In the spring ni- 
trate of lime, three pounds to a tree, 
will be given and the dose repeated 
in June. Then in July and August, 
for about a month, animal manure of 
some kind 
will be applied, the 


amount varying with the source. 
Sometimes it is rabbit manure, and 
of course less is used than when 
horse or cow manure is applied. 


SUPERIOR SIZE

trees never" cultivated. On this ranch 
it is several trees near the barn 
that cannot be reached. They are 
among the most thrifty and profit- 
able trees on the property. It seems 
that present practice is a return to 
nature, except that we demand a 
larger crop of better oranges than 
those produced in the wild state. So 
we apply that which alone produces 
crops: food and water, in far greater 
quantities 
than : nature 
bestows. 


Aside from that some of our best 
.orchards are left to care for them- 
selves for a great part of the year. 
Some growers, with plenty of water 
at command, claim it costs less to 
a.pply the extra water ^han weeds 
demand than it does to disk them 
into the soil. Possibly this is an 
extreme view, but to date it appears 
rational. Let nature prevail. 


DIFFERING 
PRACTICES 


W. P. Watts, Covina, a long-time 


resident orange grower and a very 
successful, one, applies ten tons of 
barnyard manure per acre each year, 
also, in the course of each season 
gives each tree 15 to 25 pounds of 
commercial fertilizer. His production 
has been steadily advancing since 
1922 
and this year promises to be 


the bumper year of all. 


Some of Mr. Watts' trees are of 


good size and are regularly pruned. 
Not alone is dead" wood removed, 
and the suckers, but other limbs that 
do not appeal as being of added 
value. Like every other grower in 
the Covina-San Dimas district, Mr. 
Watts has irrigation water every 30 
days, whether he uses it all or not. 
He says he cultivates less than one- 
half of that given in .past years. He 
has not let weeds run at random up 
to the present, but does wonder if 
it is not more economical to water 
and feed them than destroy them. . 


These inquisitive farmers are go- 


ing to know a lot about the actual 
needs of orange trees before this 
globe has encircled Old Sol many 
more times. 


The "Frost Warning" service, 


with which all citrus growers are 
familiar, is in operation for the sea- 
son of 1928-29. 


The service is operated by the

organization 'composed of the mem- 
bers of all the packing houses affiliat-

Groves, Riser Fruit company, and 
Charter Oak Citrus association. 


Paul E. Smith, in charge of the 


warning system, with headquarters 
in Azusa, gives the following infor- 
mation in which all growers can help 
in aiding this service: 


Every grower should make sure 


that his packing house manager has 
the correct phone number that is to 
be called in case of frost. 


Every grower should get the wea- 


ther bureau forecast every evening. 
He can do this by calling "Frost 
Warning" by telephone after 7:30 
p.m., by tuning in KHJ at 7:55 p.m., 
or by tuning' KFWC (Pomona) at 
8:30 p.m. (except Wednesday and 
Sunday, which are at 9:30). On dan- 
gerous nights Floyd Young of the 
weather bureau will talk over KFWC 
at the above hours. 


"On dangerous nights every grower 


should make arrangements to have 
his phone answered quickly in order 
to make it possible for the "Frost 
Warning" office to call the growers 
out with all the speed possible. 


Above all.things,;do not expect to 


be 'called more than onne,. •». 


If- you are called arid ' find your 


thermometers are not quite down to 
tho danger point, kindly bear with 
us as some of you will have to be 
called a little early or some of you 
might bo called late. The latter is 
what we are trying to avoid in order 
to make the service of as much value 
as possible to the growers as a 
whole. 


The territory is covered with sev- 


enty-four thermometer stations, be- 
ing read by five patrolmen. The tele- 
phone company is installing more 
equipment in our office so it will be 
possible to have as many as five per- 
sons calling growers. 


If at any time you have complaints, 


or suggestions to make in regard to 
the "Frost Warning" service, call 
'Frost Warning" and ask for Mr.

control. The fight to maintain the 
groves in good condition is one that 
goes on interminably, with eternal 
vigilance as the price of victory, but 
the orchards in the association are 
now one hundred per cent protected 
from frost, and pest control thru 
modern 
spraying 
and 
fumigation 


methods has advanced to a point 
where the rancher feels that definite 
results are being accomplished. 


The association received from the 


growers 401,566 field boxes of fruit, 
which consisted of 15,642 field boxes 
of Thomson Improved navels, 193,721 
field boxes of Washington navels, 
2974 field boxes of odd varieties, and 
389,229 field boxes of Valencias, out 
of which were packed a total of 
255,072% boxes of all varieties. The 
total receipts were $1,243,446.50. In 
addition to tho above, fruit sold 
loose, including culls and standards, 
brot $30,378.89, making a total of 
$1,273,825.39 for all fruit sold during 
the season of 1928. 


These returns exceed the next best 


year in the history of the association 
by $276,000, when 27,971 more boxes 
of fruit were sold. 


There are now 1745 acres in the 


association, which is an increase of 
145 acres over last year and an in- 
crease of 603 acres over 1924. 


The value of the property of the 


association was given as approxi- 
mately 
$161,954.02, 
consisting of 


packing house, machinery, equipment 
and grounds, less depreciation re- 
serves. 


According to the report of Secre- 


tary Boy E. McKay, the groves are 
much freer from scale than they have 
been for several years. A number of 
the growers found it necessary to 
both spray and fumigate last year, 
but it was found this year that a 
very satisfactory kill was obtained 
thru spray application, altho an ex- 
pensive operation, especially on trees 
with heavy foliage, it was felt that 
it was cheaper than fumigation and 
a light spray combined, and much 
better for the trees. During the past 
season only 365 acres of oranges have 
been fumigated, the balance being 
sprayed. 


All of the present members of the 


directorate were re-elected with the 
exception of C. D. Samuels, whose 


Interest in the huge merger of

Branch offices to be taken into the 
consolidation extend from.the Oregon 
boundary on the north to the inter- 
national line on the south. The new- 
system will include 145 offices, locat- 
ed in fifty California cities.

purchased 
the improved property

Compiled to Show 


Results of Care 


Figures from 
over a thousand 


acres qf walnuts are being compiled 
in a uniform way by the agricultural 
extension service, with the coopera- 
tion of the walnut growers' depart- 
ment of the Los Angeles county farm 
bureau. November 30 marked the 
close of the second year's survey, ac- 
cording to M. H. Kimball, assistant 
farm advisor of Los Angeles county. 


Thirty-eight growers have kept ac- 


curate records all year. These records 
will cover a total of forty different 
pieces of land. Of the total of ap- 
proximately one thousand acres, al- 
most eight hundred fifty will be over 
twelve years of age/ These older 
groves will be compared, contrasted, 
and grouped according to irrigation 
practice, climate, soil type, and pro- 
duction, in an effort to determine 
factors 
of 
importance in walnut 


growing. 


Similar studies are being carried 


on in Santa Barbara and Ventura 
counties. The Los Angeles county 
study includes some groves in Orange 
county and next year will probably 
include some in 
San Bernardino 


county. All of the surveys will be 
on a uniform basis so that direct 
comparisons will be possible. 


Compilation of figures on the Los 


Angeles county survey will probably 
be completed some time in February.

Recreation houses and a large din- 


ing hall to shelter the 1800 men who 
will be employed in building the 
$25,0000,000 San Gabriel .dam in San 
Gabriel canyon, will be built at once. 


This was announced Wednesday 


following the action of the board of 
supervisors, in approving plans a,nd 
specifications for the buildings. 


The board also passed an order 


calling for bids on the work, to be 
opened Monday, the 17th inst. 


According to the plans as outlined 


by the board, between $35,000 and 
$40,000 will be expended in the erec- 
tion of the camp buildings , which 
will include a large dining hall, kit- 
chen, a warehouse and camp cottages 
that will house from four to eight 
men each. In all, 1000 men can be 
accommodated for sleeping. The din- 
ing hall will be large enough to ac- 
commodate 1800 persons. 


The buildings will be erected for 


permanent use, for they will be oc- 
cupied for the next five years by 
men building the dam. Following 
the 'completion of the dam it is the 
plan of the county to establish a 
permanent camp at the damsite and 
use the bxiildings as camp cottages.

Edison Company 
to Spend Millions 
on Users' Systems 


E. H. Ballard, president of the 


Southern California Edison company, 
his week announced that the board 
jf directors of the company had ap- 
>roved a budget of $29,260,214 for 
he year 1929. These expenditures 
next year will be largely for re- 
enforcement and extension of the dis- 
tributing system and will be a part 
of the $130,000,000 expansion pro- 
rram outlined by the company for 
;he nexf five years. 


"We are on the eve of a tremen- 


dous expansion in the commercial ap- 
jlication of electricity," said Mr. 
Ballard. "Our company has reached 
he point where major activities for 
;he next few years will be the exten- 
sion of our distribution system for 
[he service of our customers. 
* 


"During the present year, the first 


order our new - program which we 
term the 'commercial era,' we have 
sold 300,000 horse-power'of electri- 
city in new business, an increase of 
40 per cent over the previous year. 
The plans for 1929 call for 375,000 
horse power in new business. 
'' For the past twenty-five years 


our energies have been concentrated 
on problems of plant construction 
and general finance. These depart- 
ments now rest on a very strong 
foundation, enabling us to take ad- 
vantage of the expansive character 
of the times. 


"When an increased generating 


capacity is demanded to keep abreast 
with this expansion we can meet the 
demand by additions to our present 
hydro and steam plants. The aim of 
the company will be to keep safely 
ahead of the demand for electric en- 
ergy." 


The 1929 appropriations will be 


spent in the ten counties of southern 
and central California served by the 
Southern California Edison company 
system. A new general office build- 
ing in Los Angeles will be construct- 
ed at a 'cost of $2,500,000. 


Funds for the 1929 budget will be 


allotted to the thirty-two districts 
thru which the company operates and 
the Big Creek,San Joaquin and Long 
Beach generating plants for expan- 
sion of service facilities and contin- 
uation of generating development. 


With the completion during the 


past year of the fifth of a series of 
hydro-electric power plants as a part 
of the Big Creek project in the High 
Sierra, the company now has a ca- 
pacity of 460,000 horse power of 
electric energy from 
this source. 


Other water plants and the steam 
generating plants at Long Beach 
furnish an inter-connected generat- 
ing capacity of 1,061,000 horse pow- 
er. 


System improvements for the var- 


ious districts scheduled in accordance 
with the new budget include the con- 
struction during the year of twelve 
new sub-stations, new sub-offices and 
three new stores and garages, in ad- 
dition to the general re-enforcement 
of the distribution lines.
